Note: Even though the amounts are in tons, only small portions of 
these products can be delivered at a time since animal food stored too 
long loses vitamins and nutrient potency. Lack of storage also pre- 
cludes receiving smaller shipments. The grain should be in bags and 
not in bulk. 


Justification of HMS Diets: 


The HMS diet is the same diet that has been in use at the Fort Wayne 
Children’s Zoo since the opening of the Veldt back in 1976. Originally 
it was produced by the Andersons then HMS got the rights to the formu- 
las. These diets were formulated after much research by an eminent 
nutritionist from Michigan State, who remains as a consultant. 


HMS is a member of the American Association of Zoological Parks and 
Aquaríums, and makes and sells these diets for those keepíng exotic 
animals. He does not cater to the pet industry. HMS is always con- 
cerned with our needs. He stops by and calls to ask how the animals 
are doing. Any problems are corrected immediately. 


Concerning the diets themselves, “the proof is in the pudding,” you 


might say. Our animals are in top notch condition, have good 
longevity, and produce strong healthy youngsters. Most of this can be 
contributed directly to the diets. Our continuing use of the same diet 


for several years is envied by other institutions. 


Change in diets can cause palatability problems and obvious medical 
problems. This diet is the best we can do for our animals, as judged 
by the curators, veterinarian, but most importantly, the animals them- 
selves.
